These 
are not all classically educated, of 
course; we notice that of seventy-eight 
persons graduated at one somewhat fa- 
mous institution in Central New York, 
only twelve received the diploma of a 
Bachelor of Arts; the others took their 
degrees in science, engineering, etc. 
This incident shows that the colleges, 
especially the newer ones, are adapting 
their instruction to the practical de- 
mands of the times. 
It also indicates 


'hat a large proportion of the yonng 
men now in college are from the poorer 
classes, who study for the sake of ac- 
quiring what knowledge they need, and 
not for the gratification of an ambition 
to be "liberally" educated. As a result, 
the country is filling up with educated 
young men in all. departments of bnsi 
ness, as well as professional life, and 
for the same reason new colleges are 
multiplying and old ones are enlarging 
their accommodations. 


It is now many years since a college 


education was able to confer any exclu- 
sive distinction upon its possesor. 
We 


find graduates all over the country fill- 
ing minor and nnremuneralive posi 
tions, and unable after years of hard 
labor and study to rise above the level 
at which they made their start in life. 
Fonrfifths of the third-rate lawyers, 
doctors and ministers of to-day are 
graduates. But let it not be said that 
their time was wasted, or that a gooc 
shoemaker was spoiled in making a poor 
professional man. 
They wonld not 


have made a success in any other voca 
tion, for the "root of the matter" noi 
in them. 
But their education has 


added to the enjoyment of their lives 
while they have filled certain places 
that had to be filled to better advantage

n the field to determine the moat prao- 
ioable rente for a narrow-gauge railroad 
rdm Eureka to connect with the Utah 
SoDthem. This will be done by the, ap- 
thoritiea of the Eureka and PaHsade 
iaUroad. 'When this surrey has been 
made it is in contemplation, we beliere, 
to submit the matter to the business men 
of this oommnnity, and if found desir- 
able a company will be forned here 
!or the purpose of building the road. 


The railroad company has been can- 


vassing the metita of three routes, which 
might be severally called the Eastern, 
Southeastern and Southern 
routes. 


None of them have an yet been surveyed 
or sufficiently explored for any definite 
conclusion to be reached as to which 
will be the most feasible or promises to 
M the most remunerative in the matter 
of way business. 


The Eastern route, after crossing the 


summit of the Diamond Range, would 
strike northeasterly and cross the White 
Pine Range through a gap about fifteen 
miles north of Hamilton. 
Some pass 


would have to be found in the Steptoe 
EUnge. 
Probably what is known as 


Hercules Gap would answer the pur- 
pose. The route would pass a little 
north of Ward and Osceola, and through 
a low gap in the Snake Range; whence 
it would strike a little south of, east, to 
Deseret, whsre it would intersect the 
Utah Southern. 
It is estimated tnat 


the length of road to be built on this 
route would be about 210 miles. 


All the routes under consideration cross 


the Diamond Range at the same point. 
The Southeastern ronte would bear 
southerly across the Pancake Range, 
through a pass almost due south from 
the month of the canyon on the other 
side of the summit; thence southerly 
across the southern extremity of the 
White Pine range of mountains, crossing 
into Steptoe Valley-at a point about 
three miles south ot Ward; thence, by 
the same pass, over the Suake Creek 
~ tinge, as the eastern route, to Deseret. 


The Southern route, after crossing the 


summit, would strike nearly due south, 
and would be rnn as nearly as possible 
to Tybo, Reveille, Tern Piute, Bristol 
and Pioche districts, with the view of 
assisting in the development of those 
districts, striking the timbered portion 
of White Pine Mountains, and ultimately 
of connecting with the Utah Southern 
at some point south of Deseret. 


The survey which is about being made 


is to determine which of tnese routes is 
the moot feasible and which promises 
to be the moat remunerative in the way 
freights it could coramiin I and timber 
regions that it wonld tap. 
This thing 


of routes is simply a matter of detail. 
Eureka's need is a line of railroad con- 
necting it with some other transconti- 
nental road beside the Central Pacific. 
In short, it wants to enjoy the luxury 
of being a competitive point, and to re- 
ceive the consideration in the way of 
rates of frdigbt thut such points always 
command from railroads. Anything 
that promises such a resnlt should, and 
probably will, receive all the aid and 
encouragement that this community can 
give.
